Just when she railway conipan- 
ies were telling us that they ean- 
vot make ends meet without a fil 
teen per ceut, increase in freight 
and passenger rates, the Dominion 
statistician comes along with a re- 
port that the railways last year 
carried more passengers and 
freight than they ever did before 
and collected in proportion; the 
result being an increase of fifty 
per cent. in their net earnings. 
Simultaneously the C.P.R, reports 
an increase of earnings last week 
of $365,000. These untimely dis- 
closures put the hard-up story of } 
the railway companies under dis- 
count. They may not absolutely 


disprove the claim that the com- 
panies need the increased rates; 
but they do show that outsiders 


do not need to worry about the 
business of the railways falling off 
aud their revenues shrinking, and 
that the publie may properly ask 
for figures before admitting that 
the proposed increase in rates is 
in the nature of a pressing neces- 
sity. 

The French ‘authorities an- 
nounce that they intend hereafter 
to put a consignment of German 
prisoners on each hospital ship. 
This by way of deterring the 
enemy from sinking such ships. It 
is doubtful if the seheme will sue- 
ceed, The Kaiser probably eares 
as little for a captured German 
soldier as for a dead one. In 
vither event the man’s usefulness 
to him is gone; and it does not 
seem to be in the thought of the 
Kultured one that a German is of 
any account in the world save as 
an instrument for furthering his 
ambitions for world couquest. In 
the alternative he would perhaps 
rather that German prisoners in 
the hands of the enemy were dead ; 
for as prisoners they are made to 
work, and thus help to replenish 
the Allies’ food supply and pre- 
serve their economic strength, Un- 
less their people at home care 
more for them than their Kaiser 
does, and unless they bring their 
opinions very poiutedly to the at- 


tention of the All IJlighest, the 
chanees are that German prison- 
ers who are put on board the 
French hospital ships will get 
drowned at the hands of their 


pirate compatriots, 


The new Russian Minister of 
Justice has defined the war policy 
of the provisional government. 
The intention, he says, is to fight 
only a defensive war. — The signi- 
ficance of that depends on what is 
meant by a defensive war. Ina 
sense the Allies are all fighting a 
defensive war, They took arms 
to defend thenselyes, not to ae 
quire territory or advantage at the 
expeuse oi their adversaries, But 
that sort of defensive war can only 
be fought on the offensive, and by 
waying the offensive with increas 
ing and growing vigor until the 
‘world power’? ambitions of the 
Kaiser are destroyed. It is to be 
hoped that is the seuse in which 
the ‘defensive war’’ poliey of the 


new Russian Government is to be 
construed. The alternative mean- 
ing is that when the German 
armies are driven off Russian ter- 
ritory, or withdrawn from it, 
Russia will stop fighting. It is due 
the Russians, on account of the 
magnificent effort they have made, 
to suppose the former, and not the 
latter, the correct interpretation 
of their intentions, Sut Russia is 
now a country in the process of 
revolutionary reorganization, and 
there is no telling how far the na 
tional policy may be modified by 
the turmoil among the elements. 


The Journal explains that th 
Dominion Government is pnly the 
junior partner with Mackenzie & 
Mann, and cannot therefore eom- 
pel the principal stockholde:s of 
the company to complete = the 
branch lines they have projected 
and seeured provincial guarantees 
for. That, unfortunately, is a 
correct definition of the legal con- 
ditions under which the country 
has been tied up to the Canadian 


Northern enterprise, Tt was 
pointed out when the deal was 


made that the Government as 
junior member of the firm would 
not have the controlling voice in 
its direction, and it was suggested 
that to protect the settlers against 
Mackenzie & Mann it should be 
made part of the agreement that 
projected branch lines should be 
built. The Government refused 
to make any such stipulation, Mr. 
Meighen explaining that the com- 
pany were intentionally left free 
to drop any branch line they did 
not see fit to construct. Evident- 
ly, if the ministers had not actu 
ally counselled the postponement 
of construction of branch lines for 
political purposes, they are acting 
strictly on the letter of the agree- 
ment by which they handed over 
control of the situation to Mae- 
kenzie & Mann, despite warnings. 

But it does not follow that be- 
cause the Dominion Government 
holds only forty out of the hun- 
dred millions of stock in the Cana- 
dian Northern system that the 
ministers could not bring pressure 
to bear upon the senior partners if 
they wanted to, and pressure suffi- 
cient to-compel construction . of 
projected branches.- The Cana 
dian Northern is not yet out of the 
woods. It was rescued from im- 
pending disaster, but it is not yet 
in a self-sustaining position. The 
forty millions of public money 
that have been put into the enter- 
prise are likely to be followed by 
more if it is to be kept from bank- 
ruptey. While Mackenzie & 
Mann own three-fifths of the 
stock they are in fair position to 
not own anything if the Govern- 
ment does not see them through 
the period of uncertainty. With 
that necessity understood by both 
parties, the Government is in as 
good position as it could be to com- 
pel its senior partners to do any- 
thing it wants them to. All the 
ministers have to do is to tell Mac- 
kenzie & Maun that they will be 
left to settle with the banks and 
the sheriff if they do not build the 
branch lines for which they have 
received guarantee of provincial 
eredit—and the branches will be 
built. Messrs, Mackenzie & Mann 
are not aspiring to lose control of 
the Canadian Northern, which it 
is pretty well understood they will 
do unles the Government again 
comes to their rescue, Though 
only the junior partner in the con- 
eerp, the Government happens to 
be the partner that has the money, 
and in the present situation of the 
company the partner with the 
money cal say what is to be done. 
If the ministers order the branch 
lines built they will be built.

Hearty Response By Farmers, 

Deputy Minister of Agriculture H. 
A, Craig expressed pleasure at meet- 
the farme of Stony Plain once 
n, and said that the department 
s Well pleased with the hearty res- 
ponse of the farmers and townspeople 
to the assistance offered to foster the 
further development of agriculture in 
Alberta 

He related the efforts the depart- 
ment had made to bring a supply of 
men from the United States to meet 
the shortage of farm laborers Two 
scouts had been sent south first, and 
they had reported that there was a 
cousiderably supply of labor to be had, 
but of a wage that some might con- 
sider high. Later, five men were sent 
to the United States, and after work- 
ing through the nerthwestern States 
they had secured a supply of laborers 
that would be sufficient for the spring 
seeding demand By the co-operation 
of the Canadian railways, who granted 
the special cent-ua-mile rate from the 
boundary to the destination, and the 
combined assistance of the Dominion 
wnd = =Provineial governments, Who 
paid the difference between the actual 
fare charged by the U.S. railways and 
the cent-a-mile rate from the starting 
point of the laborer to the boundary, 
the laborers were induced to come to 
work in Alberta, Other factors which 
assisted were the allowance made of 
time on homesteads. for those home- 
steaders Who worked for six months 
with a farmer, and the certificates is- 
sued to those who came from the Un- 
ited States that they would not be 
called on to do military duties in 
Canada, 

Three offices had been opened—one 
each at Edmonton, Calgary and Leth-

Beef 
scrap may be placed before the chicks 
in open hoppers, being careful to place 
only # small quantity in the hoppers 
the first few feeds, to avoid over eat- 
ing Grit, shell, charcoal and fresh 
water must not be forgotten, This 
form of feeding has now brought the 
hick along without a set back to the 
age of about eight weeks. Now you 
y feed entirely on whole grains, 
<uch as Wheat, oats, barley, cracked 
corn, and increase the mash feeding 
The moistened mash may now be fed 
twice a day, or m 4y be given only once, 
but in greater quantity, You cannot 
overfeed the rapidly growing chick, if 
you provide plenty of exercise, 

Hie sure your chicks are free of lice 
at all times. Body lice will be trouble- 
eome at any age. Head lice usually 
atta the young chicks when a few 
days old, or at any time the first few 
weeks id it is during the first eight 
weeks that the greatest harm is done 
by these pests. If your chicks are not 
dolng well at any time, especially dur- 
ow the first eight weeks, look for the 
lice. Body Nee may be got rid of with 
ordinary louse killers, Head lice are 
much more obstinate, and can scarcely 
be overcome except by greasing the 
chick's head. For small flocks I would 
recommend the preparations on salt

MORE TAXES 


AT THE COAST 


Measure Introduced in’ British 
Columbia to Make Up Re- 
quired Revenue 


oo 


VICTORIA, April 2¢--An important 
new taxation bill Was brought down in 
the House this afternoon. [t is from 
this taxation system that the govern- 
ment intends to make up most of the 
four milhon dollars if Mtends to raise 
ln addition to the taxes outlined in the 
bill today there will be new ones on 
umusement tiekets, and some others 
outlined in the budget speech of last 
Monday, 

The bill is especially interesting, in 
that it calis for a surtax which will 
be in addition to the charges now levi 
ed against property owners and tn- 
comes On real property in the pro- 
vinee there will be an additional one- 
half per cent.: on wild land, an ad- 
itional one pe *ent.; On personal pro- 
perty another half per cent., and the 
following is the new addition achedule 
on incomes; On Class C, one half per 
cent.; Class D, two per cent., and Class 
lf, two and a half per cent, 

On incomes of more than $60,000 
there will be an additional charge of 
seven and a half per cent 

On the gross revenue of all corpora- 
tions there will be a new charge of 
one per cent. The ne Will be charg- 
ed against the as ed value of rail- 
way rights of way. 

Banks will pay, in addition to pre- 
sent fees, $1,500 annually for the main 
branch in the province, and $250 for 


the various branches 
All taxes are due on July 31 for 
the current year, but a discount of 


ten per cent. will be allowed for pay- 
ment before September $1, 

On the new real prope rty taxes the 
government expects to realize £400,- 
600; from personal property $800,000, 
and from additional income taxes 
$1,090,000. Taxes on wild, coal and 
timber lands will ,it is hoped, make 
up another $650,000.

COMPETITION 
FOR CHILDREN 


W. F, Stevens, live stock commis- 
sioner for the provinea of Alberta, 
working through the Alberta Provin- 
cial Swine Breeders’ Association, has 
organized a stock-feeding competition 
for children over eight and under 
seventeen years of age. No entry fee 
is charged, the object being simply to 
foster an interest in live stock amongst 
young folke. if the experiment this 
year proves a success, it is the inten- 
tion to broaden the scheme next year, 
and include poultry, sheep, ete. 

The Alberta Provincial Swine Breed- 
ers’ Association are donating prizes 
for this competition, and the Bdmon 
ton Exhibition Association are giving, 


free of charge, the services of their 
office stati 

The competitors are required to 
select & young pig-—between six and 


twelve weeks old—and feed and care 
for the animal without assistance dur- 
ing the summer months. The animals 
Will then be judged at the time of the 
sheep and swine sale mn Edmonton, 
November 2nd, when liberal prizes 
Will be given to the competitors whose 
pigs show the best evidence of care 
and attention, and the best average 
rain, The prizes range from &1 
down to $2. 

A number of school districts have 
already taken this proposition up, and 
have sent in the names of pupils destr- 
ous of entering the competition, 

It is hoped that thts district will be 
well represented—it means good pub- 
licity, An enthusiastic interest on the 
part of the boys and girls in this in- 
dustry—which means so much to the 
farmers, particularly at the present 
time—should also result. 

The secretary of the Alberta Pro- 
vincial Swine Breeders’ Association, 
W. J. Stark, of Edmonton, will be 
glad to forward copies of the rules 
governing this competition, and would 
be particularly pleased to get in 
touch with teachers who would under-
